CULTURE.—Sow seed about the time the Cherry is in bloom, in a rich 
sandy soil; use plenty of well-rotted manure, or sow in hotbeds and trans- 
plant in the open ground after danger of frost is past. Plant in rows 3 feet 
apart and 2 feet apart in the row. One ounce of seed will sow 30 feet of drill.

CULTURE.—To grow roots from seed, soak seed in warm water and plant 
in April or May in drills 1 foot apart and about 2 inches deep. One-year- 
old roots can be transplanted in beds where they can remain for many 
years. One ounce of seed will sow 75 feet of drill.

2-year-old roots. 
about October, in soil well drained and very rich. Dig trenches about 15 
inches wide and about 18 inches deep, set the roots from 15 to 18 inches 
apart and keep the rows 4 to 5 feet apart. Be careful to spread the roots 
carefully and put about 3 or 4 inches of manure in bottom trench; cover 
this with 2 or 3 inches of soil, then place roots on top of this, and cover 
them with 3 or 4 inches of soil. As they sprout and you cultivate, trench 
will soon be filled up level with surrounding soil. Keep free from weeds. 
Use a liberal top dressing of stable manure in the Fall. Top should be cut 
and hauled off the bed each Fall after they are thoroughly ripe and yellow. 
Do not cut any shoots from the bed until the second year.

Dwarf trees are the product of the amateur ideal, and the home of dwarf 
fruit trees in America is the garden of the suburbanite. These can be planted 
5 to 6 feet apart, do not shade any part of the garden, do as well planted 
against boundary fences, walls or even against the residence as in the open.
